It is something to remember when 
they propose that we reject the 
American way of doing things in 
favor of methods suggested by ex- 
periments in Europe, where, under 
dictators or other political leaders, 
a bureaucratic central government 
plans and: directs each individual’s 
life and labor. 

It’s something to remember when 
they say in effect: “We'll do all the 
directing, while you do all the work 


— then everybody will be happy.” 

But, under such conditions, would 
everybody be happy? The records 
of nations which have carried that 
system to its ultimate conclusion 
don’t show so. They show instead 
a tragic picture of turmoil and pri- 
vation and loss of all personal 
liberty. 

There stands the contrast. 

On one side a free country with a 
higher record of individual well-being 
and a greater measure of personal 
liberty than any nation on earth; on 
the other, regimented autocracy with 
liberty and religion and opportunity 
in chains. 

Which do the American people 
prefer? 


The choice is ours to make.

Water Question 


The Planning Commission of the, 
City of Menlo Park is again taking 
up the fight to obtain Hetch-Hetchy 
water for this district. 

The question was allowed to rest 
over the vacation period, but is now 
revived in an earnest effort to 
carry the proposition to a success~ 
ful conclusion. 

So many of the wells of this dis- 
trict and the Santa Clara Valley 
have gone dry of become impreg- 
nated with salt water from the 
hay because of the lowered water 
level, that the situation has become 
tragic and something must be done 
to stop the pumping to supply water 
for the cities and districts in this 
section. 

The only way to accomplish this 
is to guarantee the Hetch Hetchv 
the purchase of a large quantity cf 
water so as to get it at a low figure. 
It is stated that a rate as low as ten 
cents can be obtained for the quan- 
tity of water that can easily he 
guaranteed from this section. 

Several very large users of water 
have agreed to take Hetch Hetchy 
water if it can be obtained at the 
above rate. 

Tt is understood that a committee 
of 100 members, mostly Menlo Park 
people, have placed themselves and 
all their influence back of this drive 
for Htech Hetchy water, with a de- 
termination to save the under- 
ground water supply for the agri-~ 
cultural portions of the Santa Clara 
Valley which are threatened with 
productive destruction under pres- 
ent conditions. 

A publi> meeting will be held in 
the City Hall on Monday evening, 
October 5 at 8 o’clock, to discuss the 
water situation and its solution. 
Much instructive information has 
becn gathered and all interested are 
invited to attend.

Gas Tax Funds Show 
Increase For August 


Gasoline tax assessments for 
August totaled $4,155,055.57, F. E. 
Stewart, Member of the State 
Board of Equalization, announced 
here today upon the completion 
of the assessments of the tax of 
three cents a gallon on motor ve- 
hicle fuel sold during that month. 

“During August 139,900,854.03 
gallons of motor vehicle fuel were 
sold, as compared with 128,854,- 
043.3 gallons sold during the cor- 
responding month of 1935,” said 
Stewart in commenting upon the 
tax assessments. ‘The increased 
gallonage resulted in an additional 
tax of $328,090.36 over the asses- 
sed for the month of August, 1935. 

“The increase in the tax assess- 
ments of 8.57 per cent over the 
assessments for August, 1935,” 
continued Stewart, “indicates 4 
continuance of the better business 
conditions which have been re- 
flected in the increased gasoline 
tax assessments of recent months.

Inasmuch as the newspaper of 
teday is not only a highly organ- 
ized business enterprise but a so- 
cial instituton of general puble in- 
terest, it is fitting that a period 
of itme be set aside for special 
consideration of its merits. 

In presenting incidents of local 
state, national and even internat- 
ional concern the newspaper be- 
comes an agency of civic and spir- 
itual progress; and as a member 
of a great fraternity its influence 
reaches even to the ends of the 
earth. 

In view of the importance of 
the press in moulding public op- 
inion, now, therefore, I, Frank F.

The school’s aim is “to give a 
superior training to normal and su- 


boys, preparing them for 
success in college and success in 
life.’ This high purpose is being 


achieved this year even better than 
it has in the past. A brief statement 
of the manner in which Menlo has 
developed to its present status 
should be of interest to the friends 
of the school. 

Mr. Howard came to Menlo as 
principal in the spring of 1919. The 
writer came in the fall. There fol- 
lowed four years of splendid growth 
of Menlo as a proprietary school. 
Then Mr. Howard left for bigger 
ficlds in Southern California; the 
writer went to the Orient—both to 
be away for a four year period. 

C. F. Michaels Assists 

In 1927 President Wilbur and Dr. 
Proctor of the School of Education 
found Menlo in need of Saving. 
They prevailed upon Mr. Howard 
to give up the assistant superin- 
tendency of the Pasadena schools 
and assume the helm at Menlo. The 
plan was to reorganize the school 
and establish a Junior College. A 
board of trustees under Mr. Mich- 
aels were willing to take heavy 
financial responsibility under these 
the school).

Half Million Spent 

Nearly half a million dollars wer2 
spent in developing a complete and 
well-rounded campus, New land was 
purchased, buildings were erected, 
turf fields, tennis courts, and track 
were constructed. Adequate labora- 
tory and library facilities were pro- 
vided. But mast important of all 
was the faculty. No effort was spar- 
ed to obtain the best men available. 
If it were a choice between build- 
ings and faculty, buildings waited 
and faculty was selected. Menlo’s 
faculty has always been outstand- 
ing. 

Not only has Menlo possessed the 
power to expand under favorable 
conditions; she has demonstrated 
the ability to retrench under stress- 
ful economic circumstances, The 
past four years saw the budget: cut 
in half. Yet there was no slackening 
of faculty standards, class instruct- 
ion, or extra-curricular program. 
Savings were made elsewhere. In 
fact growth continued without a 
break in these vital fields. 

Menlo and Stanford 

Now Menlo is apparently taking 
a sharp turn upward. The policy of 
making the school known in every 
community throughout the West is 
now almost a reality. Parents and 
friends are helping find and select 
new students in a way that is tre- 
mendously encouraging. The co- 
operative relations established be- 
tween Menlo and the School of 
Education at Stanford, which is 
bringing four of their faculty into 
Menlo classes and two others into 
consulting capacity, means more 
than ever a superior training for 
Menlo students. 

The major credit for this advance 
goes to the president, who has lived 
his own life into the very blood 
stream of the school. Beside him, 4s 
a silent but powerful partner, has 
been the president of the Board of 
Trustees—e marvelous man, a great 
philanthropist.

RIGHT GREASE 

Ordinary cup grease should not 
universal joints. 
There is a special fibre grease for 
these units that cling to the re- 
volving parts. 
CHECK STEERING 

Every time a car is greased the 
mechanism and _ other 
parts such as tie rods, steering 
arms and drag link should be 
checked for looseness and wear. 


| UNDER-INFLATED TIRES 


Tires that are under-inflated 
cause hard steering and uneven 
tire wear and also have a tendency 
to produce skidding or “rolling.” 
WET BRAKES 

Brakes may fail to hold after a 
car has been washed and this con- 
dition is more noticeable with lin- 
ings that absorb a large amount of 
water.

This type of lining 
may also grab if there is a slight 
film of water. This is caused by the 
water mixing with the dust on the 
lining and forming a gummy sub- 
stance.
